Escort turned down our $10,000 head to head challenge described below. Escort says that Maxon’s Radar Detector is 


“primitive”, “bottom-end” and “‘an off-shore produced electronics ‘gadget

. | don't know about you, but to me these words 


conjure up visions of a cheap toy being produced off in the middle of a rice paddy somewhere in the middle of nowhere. 


Escort, on the other hand, which is 
made in the U.S., exudes a high cost, 
quality image. Don’t you just bet that it 
costs a fortune to build Escort and Pass- 
port (the smaller version)? 

Well, we are going to challenge Es- 
cort AGAIN to a head to head ‘duel to 
the death’ on Maxon’s electronic merits 
alone. And, we plan to win. But first 
there are a few things you should know. 

Cincinnati Microwave, the company 
that makes Escort & Passport, is a public 
company. And being public, they have to 
file financial information with the SEC. 

The public information they have pub- 
lished appears to show that in the year 
that ended Dec. 1985, Cincinnati Micro- 
wave with “substantially all of its revenues 
and profits derived from the sale of radar 
warning receivers” made an operating 
profit of about $45,810,000 on sales of 
about $112,605,000. Wow! i 

The $45 million profit is after all en- 
gineering, selling and General & Admin- 
istrative expenses, but before taxes. 

Their cost of sales (goods) was only 
about $40,027,000. So, if you divide 
$40,027,000 by $1 12,605,000 it doesn't 
take a genius to figure out that cost of 
goods represents an average of only 
about 35.5% of selling price. Wow!

mean a high manufacturing cost. 
There’s no question in my mind that 
Maxon can manufacture cheaper in an off- 
shore ‘rice paddy’, but if you pay $245 for 
Escort or $295 for Passport, it should be 
based on a head to head test with Maxon, 
not on perceived retail price points. 
FORGET PRICE COMPLETELY 
So, forget that Escort costs $245, 
Passport $295, and Maxon $99°. Let's 
judge them on their own merits. And, 
let's look at just what Escort itself has to 
say about our challenge. (Please read 
DAK’s and Escort's letters to the right.) 
Escort says that, “Regardless of the 
results, such an event lends credibility 
to the challenger.” Well, they are abso- 
lutely correct. That's why | put up the 
$10,000 in the first place. Fair is fair. 
Plus, there are several radar detectors 
that claim to have won this or that rank- 
ing in “Independent Magazine Reviews.” 
So, I'm ignoring any reviews and asking 
for a one on one, head to head test. 
But look at what Escort says in their 
letter: “Range is the easiest detector 
quality to measure, but by no means the 
only important quality.” Wow, | thought 
range was really important?? Escort re- 
fers to “goodness” being determined by 
things not so easily measured. 
Well frankly, | don’t know how to mea- 
sure “goodness”. Escort, in my opinion, 


is a top notch company. They make a 
superb product I'd be proud to sell. And, 
they have great customer service. 

DAK has great toll free technical and 
regular customer service. But, I'd be the 
first to admit that with over $45 million 
in profits, Escort can probably run cir- 
cles around us in advertising, and may- 
be even in service. But, | don’t think they 
can beat Maxon’s Radar Detector. 

HOW GOOD IS GOOD? 

When Escort was introduced, it was 
revolutionary. But, you can only go so 
far. And in my opinion (someone else 
might object), radar detecting has gone 
about as far as it can go. So, while Escort 
has made improvements, it's Maxon who 
has moved mountains to catch up. 

DAK UPs THE ANTE TO $20,000 

Now | realize that next to $45 million 
dollars, $20,000 isn't much, but it’s a lot 
to DAK. And, l'Il even go one step farther. 
I'll print the exact results of the test, win,

There's no warning. There’s no record 
noise, no tape hiss. Vibrant but finely 
detailed music just explodes from your 
stereo system. The sound is like a shock- 
wave reverberating through your home. 

This is the experience you can expect 
with your first introduction to digital au- 
dio. Forget any experience you've ever 
had before with stereo. CD audio is an 
awesome advance that dwarfs the switch 
we made years ago from 78s to LPs. 

Imagine listening to music with a fre- 
quency response from 5hz to 20,000hz 
+0.5db -1db. Wow! Imagine sound so 
pure that harmonic distortion is just 
0.004%. And, if you're into zeros, flutter 
and wow is “unmeasurable”. 

The sound quality, and yes, the sonic 
violence will thrill you. The only equal 
I've heard to this sound is ‘live sound’. 

And, live sound doesn’t mean the sound 
you hear at a concert where you are sim- 
ply listening to the auditorium’s PA sys- 
tem. Live sound means sitting right in 
the middle of the orchestra. 

| know, I'm a cellist. And, there’s just 
no sound experience like the sound we 
hear in ‘the pit’. 


NO SOUND AT ALL 
CD gives you a signal to noise ratio of 
98db. There is absolutely no hiss, no 
scratch, and best of all, no surface noise. 
You've got to experience the silence 
during very quiet passages to compre- 
hend the sonic adventure of the music. 
Conventional records and tapes have 
a dynamic range of perhaps 50db. Dy- 
namic range is simply the difference in 
sound level (volume) between the softest 
and loudest recorded sounds. 
CD gives you a 96db dynamic range, 
which is roughly equivalent to the dif- 
ference between absolute silence and 


standing next to a jet engine. 

Your music will be dramatically more 
exciting. You won't have to carefully 
compare CD to conventional sound. From 
the very first note, you'll be in shock. It’s 
as if the world was just created and you 
are listening to newly born, virgin sound. 

NOT PERFECT? 

CD isn't perfect. Or rather, it is, and 
that’s a problem. You'll hear everything. 
You'll hear every note, every instrument, 
as if you were sitting in the orchestra. 

When CD first came out, there were 
three complaints. 1) It could sound harsh 
or hard. 2) There weren't enough CDs 
released. 3) Not all CD discs were really 
recorded digitally. Here are the answers. 

1)Early discs did sound harsh. A char- 
acteristic of pressing LPs is that they 
drop off from 5-10,000hz, so recording 
engineers tend to boost those frequen- 
cies when they mix master recordings. 

A few slight cuts with an equalizer will 
bring even the first discs back to super 
smooth sonically alive sound. CDs have 
a perfectly flat vibrant response. 

2)True again. CDs were in short sup- 
ply and not many titles were released 
during the first few months. Now there’s 


a virtual avalanche of thousands of titles. 
3)True again. Not all CDs come from 
digital masters. CDs from digital mas- 
ters can sound phenomenally better than 
a conventional LP. (It’s earthshaking.) 
But, when analog (conventional) mas- 
ters are recorded in the studios, they are 
recorded on two inch wide tape at 15 
inches per second. They sound great. 
Most sound quality is lost in pressing 
records and copying cassettes. A CD 
from an analog master isn't quite as good 
as from a digital master, but its superior- 
ity over an LP is still like day and night. 
CDs are now a standard format. There's 


no stylus to wear out and the disc doesn’t 
wear out because nothing touches it.

Here’s just one menu from the Utility Programs Rom. 

There are two ports on the back of the 
Geneva. One is a serial port for the op- 
tional disk drive(s). The other is a fully 
programmable RS232 serial port for the 
superb printer we have included. Or, you 


can use it to communicate with other 
computers and external modems. 

Of the total 64K in this computer, you 
can actually store files in a 24K RAM 
disk. The balance of RAM is used for run- 
ning your programs. But, don't fret, there 
is lots more RAM and power to come. 

THE FLYING WEDGE 

A 24K RAM disk may sound like a lot 
of writing to some. But if you write as 
much as | do, you're sure to want more. 

Another reason for more RAM is that 
WordStar creates back-up files which 
occupy memory space. 

Back-up files are really great, because 
if you are editing a file you've written and 
you really mess it up, you can go back 
and get your untouched back-up file and 
start over. So read on for more memory. 

Epson makes a $360 accessory (includ- 
ed) called a Multi-Unit which gives you a 
64K RAM disk and leaves all the RAM 
within the computer free for processing. 

It's a small wedge that attaches to the 
bottom of the computer and doesn't in- 
crease its footprint on your desk at all. 

And there's more. The 1st modem | de- 
scribed earlier is included inside the 
Multi-Unit Wedge. It’s a 300 baud auto- 
answer, auto-dial, Tone & Pulse Modem. 

It's a terrific modem that comes witha 
modular phone cable that you plug into 
any standard phone jack and away you go. 

Well you won't go far, since Epson 
doesn't include a modem program. The 
modem program is a $79 value. We've 
included one that lets you dial in Tone or 
Pulse, and send or receive files. It’s very 
sophisticated but it’s very easy to use. 

And oh yes, the Multi-Unit has one 
more feature. It has a 3rd ROM slot for 
the Utility ROM. So, you can keep 2 pro- 
grams loaded in the computer. You can 
swap ROMs in less than 10 seconds, so 
it's no big deal, but an extra slot is nice. 
Once attached, the Multi-Unit actually 
becomes part of the computer. 

GENEVA USER’S GROUP 

There is a terrific guy who knows just 
about everything about the Geneva, in- 
cluding where to find all types of software 
for more diverse applications. 

It's a free bulletin board. If you have a 
modem now, you can log on by dialing 
1-313-538-6968. The SysOp, as sys-

It’s not there. You can't boost it with 
an equalizer. And you certainly can't 
improve it with a regular bass control. 

The part of the bass that you feel with 
your whole body isn’t recorded in your 
music. The bass that makes your emo- 
tions swell as you listen to your favorite 
music is missing. 

NOT A BASS CONTROL 

Turning up the bass on your stereo 
makes the sound muddy and unclear 
because you are turning up the entire 
low end and mid-range too. | 

Even the ‘Loudness Button’ that boosts 
bass at low levels doesn't begin to make 
your music thrilling like ADC’s Bass Acti- 
vator Sub-Sonic Synthesizer. 

NOT AN EQUALIZER 

Equalizers are great. They can let you 
boost the low bass without making the 
mid-range muddy. They definitely have 
an extremely pleasing, if not exciting 
effect, on the music you listen to. 

In fact, an equalizer will make a day 
and night difference in your sound. But, 
an equalizer can only boost signals that 
are already in the music. 

The Bass Activator actually adds miss- 
ing frequencies to your music that will 
knock your socks off.

And don't forget, while you're adding 
new super low bass, you're not affect- 
ing your existing sound at all. Wow! 

At high levels, turn down the syn- 
thesizer. Most likely neither your ampli- 
fier, speakers, nor walls can handle the 
load. What's exciting about the synthe- 
sizer is that you don’t have to crank up 
your stereo to be awed by its power.

| started talking to you customers. | 
was dead sure that this top quality speak- 
erphone with its 10 number memory 
dialing and built-in 3 channel intercom 
was a dynamite product. 

After all, we'd sold tens of thousands 
of hands free speakerphones for $39 to 
$49. And, we had also sold thousands of 
3 channel wireless FM intercoms for $49. 

Here's just about the best sounding 
hands free speakerphone I'd ever heard 
with a 3 channel intercom that didn’t sell. 

Well, the darn misleading talk button 
seems to have been the problem. And 
now that I've got that straight, let me tell 
you all about the things that you can do. 
But first, let's look at the speakerphone. 
THE HANDS FREE SPEAKERPHONE 

Imagine the convenience. Simply dial 
a number without lifting a receiver to 
your ear. If no one answers, if the line is 
busy, or if you're put on hold, you'll be 
free to move around the room.

In short, 
there was so much sound level pressure 
below 125hz, that all signal below 125hz 
was totally masked. 

While there isn’t much you can do 
about the heat, it’s surprising that the air 
coming through the duct had such a 
massive effect on the sound.

Once you've got frequency response, signal to noise ratio and dynamic range whipped, the difference 


between the sound of your home stereo

You're no dummy. Close your eyes. 
Have someone make noises in different 
parts of the room you're in. You'll have 
almost no problem determining exactly 
where each sound was made. 

The reason you can locate the sound 
so easily, is that your brain interprets the 
incredibly small micro-second differen- 
ces between the time the sound reaches 
your right and left ears. Your smart brain 
continually ‘tests’ the sound. 

TOO SMART 

So, when we all lived in the jungle and 
relied on sound placement to stay alive, 
we survived. When we heard lions to the 
left or tigers to the right, we knew which 
direction to run. 

But when you listen to your stereo 
system, your brain keeps doing the job it 
was intended to do. It accurately ‘locates’ 
your two speakers. 

Unfortunately, too much sound is pin- 
pointed and localized by your brain. Plus, 
many of the brain's natural location cues 
are lost in the recording process. 

LOST IN THE CROWD 

With so many sounds coming from 
the two relatively small distinct speaker 
points, the sound can be muddy, unreal- 
istic and lack live presence. 

In a live concert, you are exposed toa 
wide field of sound, with each instru- 
ment coming from a different location. 

While stereo does‘spread’ the sound, 
it lacks the 3 dimensional quality that it 
would have in a field or at a concert. 

ILLUSION

CHEAP THRILLS 

Romantic lighting, burglar deterrents 
and energy saving controls, are just the 
beginning of this remarkable, installa- 
tion free, remote control system. 

Now you can remotely turn on, off and 
dim your lights, thwart burglars, and 
even turn the lights on or off in an unat- 
tached garage or barn. 

It's exciting. Just imagine effortlessly 
retrofitting your home for remote con- 
trol without running a single wire.

It's made by C.ITOH, a leader in office 
printers. It’s certainly the equal of Silver 
Reed as far as quality and reputation. 

But, this printer prints so fast that it's 
like a blur. Sol set up a test. What took 1 
minute and 18 seconds, to print out on 
the Silver Reed, was blasted out in just 
31 seconds flat on the C.ITOH.
